Ottawa, March 21.— A nu 
members are still coufinotl to their 
rooms through illness. Mr. ivymal 
and Senator Montgomery have been 
seriously prostrated, tho latter suffering 
from an attack of erysipelas. jCol. Skin- 
ner, who is on his back inconsequence 
of the accident which fractured his 
leg, is progressing very favorably, as 
is also Dr. Orton, who was thrown from 
a sleigh when returning from the 
funeral of Dr. Beaubion on Sunday 
last. 

Ottawa, March 22. — About eight o'- 
clock this evening tbe old RideauClub 
building, now occupied by Mr. Kavan- 
agh as a restaurnnt.was discovered t on 
fire, and before the alarm could be 
given it was in flames The fire orig- 
inated in the wine cellar from an escape 
of gas, which was ignited by a furnace. 
Th9 flames spread with such rapidity 
that the inmates of the house had 
barely time to escape with their lives. 
AmoDg the boarders were Major-Gen- 
eral Selby Smith, who in his room at 
the time, and knew nothing of the Are 
until he was surrounded with flame. 
As soon as he took in the situation, he 
seized a box containing despatches and 
private papers and managed td get 
down stairs with the utmost difficulty. 

In doing so he had a portion of his 
whiskers burnt and bis eyebrows badly 
scorched. Ho lost most of his ward- 
robe. Judge Ritchie's family also had 
a narrow escape. A cook named 
Annie Breuuan, was in a room 
rin the third story when the fire 
occurred and during her excitement 
jumped through the window and fell 
on the roof of a kitchen below, which 
was fortunately covered with a foot or 
more of soft snow. She subsequently 
jumped from the kitchen to the 
ground. Her injuries are not of a ser- 
ious character. Messrs. Bowman, M. 
P., Lumsden Brothers, Hamilton, C. 
B. Brodire, and Richardson of the 
"Hansard," E. Waldo and several 
other boarders had their waidrobes 
partly destroyed. Kavanagh's loss 
will probably leach $13,000, fully cover- 
ed by insurauce. 

At the assizes to-day the case of Ed - 
wards vs. the Ottawa River Navigation 
Company was taken up. It will be 
remembered that a jury returned a 
verdict for the plaintiff placing tho 
damages at $210,000 at the fall assizes 
in 1875. The case was appealed to 
Toronto and anew trial granted on the 
ground that the jury were prejudiced. 
TIij case will now bo tried by Chief 
JusticeHiu'iison without a jury. 

English Mail. 

[pF.lt STEAMSHIP DAKOTA.] 

An iron worker named George Perks 
was standing on the footpath in Watery 
lane, Birmingham, watching the steam 
roller at work. As the machine ap- 
proached, he stepped in tho road, and 
throwing down his bat ho cried, 
"Where that goos I will follow;" and 
bo then threw himself in front of the 
advancing roller. Tho ponderous ma- 
chine passed over bim, leaving him a 
mangled corpse. 

Magistrates of Tadcaster have sen- 
tenced a man named Leatham, who 
appears from reports to be in a good 
position of life, to bo imprisoned for 
two months for audibly cursing the 
Q,ueeii during divine service in the 
school-room, where public worship 
was being conducted by a clergymen 
of tho church of England. The offen- 
sive language was used twice, while 
tho prayers for the Queen and for the 
tho Royal Family wore being said. Tho 
defendant was very violent when re- 
monstrated with, and it required four 
men to put him out of tho room. He 
pleaded before tho bench that ho ut- 
tered tho exclamation"spontaneous]y ," 
bo having shortly before tho service 
boon talking about the Queen's taxes. 

A.u accidont of a most alarming char- 
actor to twotrapezo performers has 
happened at tho Alexandra Hall, 
Manchester. An immense audience 
bad asfioiubled to witness tho perform- 
ance of Jennie and Albert Lamont, 
tho Amoricau gymnasts, upon a bar at 
the height of thirty fiot, just abovo the 
orchestra. The performers had gone 
through tho same performance ou tho 
previous night in the presonco of a 
great audience, and last night whilo 
the interest w»s must inteneio, the La- 



monts seated themsolves across tho bar 
face to face, and then suddenly threw 
themselves backwards, hanging by 
their feet. They repeated this amidst 
most enthusiastic cheering, when their 
feet failed to lock themselves together, 
and the two trapezists fell to tho lloor, 
the man falling to tho orchestra upon 
oue of tho fiddlers, nud being picked 
up unconscious. Tho lady fell with her 
back across the barricade which sur- 
rounds the orchestra, and lay appar- 
ently lifeless. The two unfortunate 
performers were speedily removed 
behind the scenes, and au attempt was 
made to go on with the rest of the 
performance, but tho audionce, who 
fondly called for information as to the 
sufferers, wore not appoasod until it 
was stated that neither had been fatal- 
ly injured. The injured pair were 
removed in cabs to tho Manchester 
Infirmary. 

The returns of tho Board of tho 
Trade for February are discouraging. 
They bIiow that British and Irish ox- 
ports during that period were valued 
at £11,308,715, as compared with£lG,- 
4S2.505 for the corresponding month 
of last year, exhibiting a decrease of 
12J per cent. The decrease compared 
with the same month of 1875 is 17;| 
per cent. The total value of imports, 
for the month was £30,942,300, against 
£33,780,007 last year, or a decrease of 
S£ per cent; while compared with 1875 
the figures show au increase of 10 per 
cent. Tho imports of corn were valu- 
ed at £1,530,077, against £1,870,421 
last year, showing a decrease of 18i 
per cent, while tho decrease in the 
quantity is 25 per cent.

A FACTIOUS OPPOSITION. 

One of those sct>nv.H took place yester- 
day which now so frequently occur in the 
Legislature through the factiousness of 
an Opposition which seems to buvo no 
higher aim than to obstruct and impede 
the business before the House. The Gov- 
ernment desiiod to introduce the- Esti- 
mates and the Finance Minister moved 
the necessary resolution to enablo them 
to do so. 'Ihe Leader of the Opponition 
claimed that the resolution was out of 
order as it required two days* notice. The 
Minister of Finance showed that he copied 
the practice which has been adopted in 
Canada by men who have had much more 
experience in legislate than any one in 
this Province can boast of. He also show- 
ed from authorities which ho quoted that 
no two days' nolice was ever given in any 
Parliament for such a molion as ho had 
moved. The Leader of the Opposition 
said ho would not be ruled by the custom 
at Ottawa; the Ontario Legislature was a 
much better guide for us. The Minister 
of Finance quoted from Ontario journals 
to Bhow that the praotico there was 
identical with the practice at Ot- 
tawa and with that proposed to bo adopt 
od hero. Mr. Walkem at once shifted 
his position and said ho did not want any 
new rule sprung upon the House. "W e 
should be guided by our own practice 
The Miuibter of Finance had no objec- 
tion, and substituted, the customary mo 
tion which ho copied from the Journals 
of 1875 and which had boen at that time 
moved by Mr. Wnlkem himself. Mr.Wal 
kem still objected, saying he bad been 
wrong when he was in power, but 
■would compel the Government now to 
stick to the strict letter of the law. He 
claimed for the Estimates to be laid be- 
fore the House, but refused to admit tho 
necessary preliminary orders. It was 
pointed out by Mr. Speaker and Mr 
Siritho that it was impo-siblo to submit 
the Estimates until the House should first 
order that a supply be granted to Her Ma 
jesty, and the only result of the Opposi 
tion to this order would be that the con 
sideration of the E-timatcu would be defer 
red ,and members from a diatanco would be 
detained to grati fy the caprice of the Lead- 
er of the Opposition who can find no other 
way then this of venting his disappoint- 
ment and spleen upon the majority of tho 
House who hove estimated him and his 
followers at their proper value. Mr. Wal- 
kem, like the robber who as he runs calls 
out stop thief," in order to divert tho 
chase from himself, shouted himself 
hoarse in aocusing tho Government of 
stubbornneFS and unwillingness to consi- 
der the convenience of members, while 
the fact was apparent throughout, that tho 
Government were willing to concede 
everything but a useless wasto of timo. 

Surely a more pitiible spectacle than 
the Oppowtion, aDd particularly its lead- 
er, pi esents cannot bo imagined. They 
have been baffled at every turn, and now 
desperation is visible in every move they 
make. Wliat better illustration oT tho etor- 
nal lltnesK of things could bo given than 
that Mr. Walkem and his friends should 
bo placed as they now are in a position 
that so well exhibits them in their true 
colors. Long may they continue their 
present factious course. They only by 
bo doing more firmly establish the present 
Government in tho esteom and contiJence 
of all sensible people.

THE G. S. WRIGHT MYSTERY. 

It would seem that tho most sorrowful 
chapter connected with the loss uf tho 
steamship Geo. S. Wright remains to be 
written. It has been popularly supposed 
that when tho ship was wrecked in Janu- 
ary, 1875, all hinds went down with 
her. The finding of tho bodies of two or 
three persons who were known to havo 
been on board tho lo-t steamer hos served 
to strengthen the belief thut either tho 
boiler of tho steamship exploded, or that 
aho strncli on a reef near Capo Caution 
and all hands perished. Tho Jutest theory 
— founded on Indian reports — is that a 
number of tho shipwrecked persons reach- 
ed tho shore and that thny were after- 
wards treacherously murdered by a party 
of Kim-qut Indians who were on their 
way to Victoria. In 1875 Mr. Horetzky, 
C. E., who passed a season nt Deano's 
Canal and vicinity in tho iuKrest of the 
railway survey, expressed tho opinion, 
obtained from Indian sources, that nt 
least six of tho \Vright'»people were kill- 
ed by the Kim sqnts after getting ashore 
Litth- weight wua attached to that opin- 
ion at tho time; hut recent developments 
indicate that it was well founded. There 
aro on beard tho H. M. 8. Rocket four 
Indians who aro supposed tn bo cognizant 
of the uiroumstanoes attending tho mas- 
sacre, ami who will probably bo put on 
their trial. The publio await the return 
of tho Rocket with full particulars with 
impatience.

Tho report contains dispatches from 
Mr. Yowell, tho Gold CommisMioiier of 
Cansiar, ns to the encouraging prospects 
of that District for lc)77, which prospecta 
thero is ovory reason to helievo will bo 
realized. A Ust of tho claims working on 
MoDumo, Thibert and Dense Creeks and 
the approximate yield of each claim is 
furnished. Tho yield of gold in Cariboo 
for 1876 is estimated by the Government 
agent at §0-46,000, as oguinst $700,000 for 
1875. Tho falling off is chiefly in the 
rioh claims on Lightning Creek, which 
alone produced over §500.000 in 1875. 
Several new creeks havo been opened, 
among which Cmyon Croek attracts cou- 
tdderublo attention. Tho working of 
quaitz ledges is attracting notice, and 
a company has been organized to toBt 
ledges that have been discovered, and the 
Government have extended a helping 
hand. The general tenor of the agent's 
roport may he considered satisfactory. 
The agents at Yale. Lillooet and L.vtton 
have made returns showing that §42,000 
in gold was mined from tho bats and 
benches of Fiaser and Thompson Rivers, 
during the year, and Chinamen aro mak- 
ing from §5 to §7 a day to tho hand on 
diggings at Hill's Bar abandoned by 
white miners since 1850. Mr. C. A. Ver- 
non, acting as Gold Commissioner nt tho 
Cherry and Mission Creeks digging-", ro- 
port* on December 18th that diggings 
that will pay §6 a day to tho hand havo 
been found there. Piorro Bis.-ett and 
George Leblanc took out §540 in a month ; 
Squires and Thorp took out §90 in a few 
days. A tunnel has been run into the tho 
hill from the creek, some sixty feet, anil 
a good prospect obtained. A company 
has been formed tobiiujr in water. Home 
S8u00 was taken out during tho season — 
Christian Bros, being most fortunate. It 
is evident from this report aud from pri- 
vate information which we have ob'ained 
that these diggings are destined to attiact 
much attention. Tho returns from Koot- 
enuy snow n falling off iu tho gold yield 
of §16 000; but great hopes aro entertain- 
ed of Quartz Creek. 

The returns fiom tho coal fields show a 
large increase, notwithstanding tho de- 
pressed state of the San Francisco mar- 
ket and the fire which during the summer 
most unfortunately broke out in Welling- 
ton mine. The total output of coal in 
1876 w,is 139,191 tons 15 cwt.; in 1875, 
110,145 tons, showing an increase 29,046 
tons 15 cwt. There wore sold in 1S76 
140,185 tons 2 cwt.; in 1875. 97,014 tons 
10 cwt.; un increase of 42.540 tons 12cwt. 
During tho year two new mines have beon 
opened, viz: the Hnrewood and Baynes 
Sound, with every prospect of sncctss. 

An important discovery of lilver and 
copper has boen mudi on Salmon Arm, 
Jarvis Inlet, which promises to be of 
considerable value. The gobblod-up iron 
island of Taxada remains in statu quo, 
having fallen into tho hands of specula- 
tors.

Ho thought it a 
KroHS vio'ation of privilege, an 1 ono that 
should not bo tolor.ited. With respect to 
tho message received Lorn tha JLiout.- 
Governor it should not havn boen opened 
by the hon. Lea lor of the Government a 
all, aud never had been tilt to-day, but 
had always been handed over to tho 
Speaker.
